As Vice-Chair, I took over as Board Chairman in June. In 
August we approved the major subdivision of Doyon Enterprises 
land on Burnt Hill Road into four large lots. This was presented by 
Scott Sanborn who was the surveyor on the project.

Regulations, and setting up the “Rules of Procedure” for the 
Planning Board. 

Since the Town voted to elect board members, starting this year 
there will be two 1 year terms, two 2 year terms and two 3 year 
terms. Next year the one year terms will be voted as three year 
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terms. The following year, the two year terms will be voted as 

three year terms. From then on all terms will be for three years. 
After many years of service on the Orange Planning Board, I 

have decided not to run. I do wish the new board the best of luck.

ORANGE CONSERVATION COMMISSION REPORT 


The Orange Conservation Commission’s work and activities in 
the past year have shown strong support for the Master Plans 
mission statement which reads: “Over the next ten years, Orange 
should remain a rural residential community with a small town 
atmosphere, protecting its natural and historic resources, 
preserving its scenic beauty and rural character, sustaining its 
uncrowded and quiet living conditions, and maintaining those 
special qualities that make Orange a desirable place to live.” 

In March of 2007, the OCC presented two warrant articles to the 
Town for their consideration. With both articles passing, a land 
use change tax fund was established and the taxes collected by the 
Town ($7,844.00) from the land owners taking land out of current 
use was placed in the newly established land use change tax fund. 
Current use can be applied to a parcel of land that is over ten acres. 
A lower tax rate is applied as the land is protected from 
subdivision and development. When land is taken out of current 
use the land owner pays a land use penalty tax to the Town. Over 
51% of New Hampshire’s’ land is in current use. 

This year several Orange residents have taken some of their land 
out of current use netting the Town $7,050.00. At this years Town 
Meeting the townspeople will decide how the money may be 
dispersed. The Town can divide the sum in any proportion 
between the land use change tax fund and the general fund, or 
choose to put all of the money in one fund or the other. 
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As part of the energy savings plan for the Town, the OCC 
replaced the light bulbs in the Town House with energy savings 
bulbs. 

We had several meetings with the Canaan Conservation 
Commission to discuss common interests and initiated thoughts of 
hosting a joint, public forum on money saving, energy 
conservation ideas. We look forward to working with the Canaan 
Conservation Commission in 2008. 

The OCC sent letters to the larger land owners in Town to inform 
them of federal tax breaks if conservation easements are applied to 
their land. Several land owners replied favorably and are pursuing 
conservation easements through private means. Though this law 
expired in December of 2007, a new law that increases the income 
tax incentive for donating conservation easements may become a 
permanent federal law by January 2008. 

The Chair of the OCC attended the Annual Conference of the 
NH Association of Conservation Commissions and shared some of 
the highlights. Many towns are incorporating the Natural Resource 
Inventory (NRI) into their towns Master Plan. Orange has a NRI 
and may consider this option in the future. A new Comprehensive 
Shore land Protection Act (RSA 483-B) will go into effect April 1, 
2008. More information can be obtained at www.des.nh.gov/cspa. 
Much of the conference encouraged thoughtful community 
planning that preserves natural resources and the high quality of 
life in New Hampshire 

The OCC, in keeping with the Towns vision of its future, will 
continue to look to the Master Plans mission statement for 
guidance and direction.

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Road Agent Report for 2007 


In the beginning of 2007 it did not snow enough and it was very 
cold, resulting in the frost setting deep in the roads.

It 
is hoped that the work will be finished this year. 

With 
additional snow fall almost weekly until the end of December.

REPORT OF TOWN FOREST FIRE WARDEN 
AND STATE FOREST RANGER 2007 


Your local Forest Fire Warden, Fire Department, and the State of 
New Hampshire Division of Forests and Lands work 
collaboratively to reduce the risk of wildland fires in New 
Hampshire. To help us assist you, please contact your local Forest 
Fire Warden or Fire Department to determine if a permit is 
required before doing ANY outside burning. Under State law 
(RSA 227-L:17) A fire permit is required for all outside burning 
unless the ground is completely covered with snow. The New 
Hampshire Department of Environmental Services also prohibits 
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the open burning of household waste. Citizens are encouraged to 
contact the local fire department or DES at 1-800-498-6868 or 
www.des.state.nh.us for more information. Safe open burning requires 
diligence and responsibility. Help us to protect New Hampshire’s 
forest resources. For more information contact the Division of 
Forests & Lands (603) 271-2217, or online at www.nhdflorg. 


Fire activity was very busy during the spring of 2007, particularly 
late April into early May. As the forests and fields greened up in 
later May the fire danger decreased. However, a very dry late 
summer created very high fire danger again from August into 
September, with fire danger reaching very high on Labor Day 
weekend. Even with the dry conditions, the acreage burned was 
less than half that of 2006. The largest forest fire during the 2007 
season burned approximately 26 acres on the side of Wantastiquet 
Mountain in Chesterfield during the month of May. Our statewide 
system of 16 fire lookout towers is credited with keeping most 
fires small and saving several structures this season due to their 
quick and a curate spotting capabilities. Many homes in New 
Hampshire are located in the wildland urban interface, which is the 
area where homes and flammable wildland fuels intermix. Several 
of the fires during the 2007 season threatened structures, a constant 
reminder that forest fires burn more than just trees. Homeowners 
should take measures to prevent a wildland fire from spreading to 
their home. Precautions include keeping your roof and gutters 
clear of leaves and pine needles, and maintaining adequate green 
space around your home free of flammable materials. Additional 
information and homeowner recommendations are available at 
www.firewise.org Please help Smokey Bear, your local fire 
department and the state’s Forest Rangers by being fire wise and 
fire safe!

REPORT FROM THE CHAIR 


We have had our usual fairly quiet year in the Selectmen’s office. 


We completed the acquisition of two acres surrounding the Town 
House Lot which the Terhune Family Trust has most kindly 
donated to the Town. Thanks to Robert Proulx for facilitating this 
transaction with the Terhunes. This land is essentially a protective 
buffer to the Town House Lot, and cannot be developed within the 
next 50 years without permission from the Terhunes. 


As usual, thanks are due to our Road Agent George White, who 


has continued to work with a minimal budget and, with the 
assistance of Richard Remacle Construction, do a great job of 
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keeping our roads well maintained. For the second year in a row, 
we experienced substantial road damage from heavy rains and 
flooding, and George, along with Police Chief Andy Ware have 
procured a sizeable amount of funding from FEMA to repair the 
damage. 


The Town House has a new coat of paint. The Selectmen are very 
pleased with the job done by Moose Hollow Painting last summer, 
and will be hiring them up to re-caulk and paint the inside of our 
windows this spring. Also, on our list for Town House 
maintenance this spring is a thorough cleaning and disinfecting, 
particularly of the Town Clerk’s and Selectmen’s offices, and the 
replacement of some floor and ceiling tiles that have suffered some 
water damage. The new roof appears to be doing its job as there 
has been no water damage noted in spite of the heavy and moisture 
saturated snow load seen this winter. 


After preserving several of our ancient town record books in 2006, 
this year saw the purchase of a fireproof cabinet/safe for the 
storage of our records. While there is still more to be done over 
time, we feel we have addressed the most pressing needs related to 
preservation of our historical, legal and vital records. 


The Board again wishes to convey its utmost gratitude to Pat 
White for her invaluable assistance to us and her services to the 
Town in many capacities. 


Finally, you will note the absence of warrant articles raising 
moneys for deposit into our Capital Reserve Funds as compared to 
previous years. In light of the facts that we have used funds on- 
hand to keep tax rates down in recent years, difficult financial 
times seem to have befallen many of us, and the Capital Reserve 
accounts are in good shape to handle our foreseeable needs, the 
Board of Selectmen feel that this is a good year to take a break 
from these expenditures. 
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As always, the Board welcomes input from our residents. We are 
here to serve each and every one of you in the best interest of our 
fine community. May all of you have a healthy and prosperous 
2008.

The Planning Board’s amendment adds a new ARTICLE XIV.

Topical description: This amendment is designed to preserve 
and protect the community’s steep slope areas by preventing 
soil erosion, by protecting surface waters, tree and vegetation 
cover, wildlife habitat, and natural areas, by preserving scenic 
views, and by maintaining an ecological balance. 

The ballot result was 44 yes votes, 62 no votes.

The ballot result was 88 yes votes, 15 no votes

session for choice of Town officers elected by an official ballot 
and other action required to be inserted on said official ballot and 
the second session, on a date set by the Selectmen, for transaction 
of other business?

Discussion: Dorothy Heinrichs made a point that the Town got rid 
of the Resident Tax. 

Sharon Proulx proposed an amendment striking the words Resident 
Tax, Dorothy Heinrichs seconded. Vote to accept the amendment — 
Passed — 

Danny asked for a vote on the amended article, 

“To see if the Town will vote to give a discount of 3% on taxes 
paid in full within 20 days from the date of the bills pursuant to 
RSA 80:52 on the condition that the taxpayer deduct the discount 
at time of payment”. 

Charlie Sova said he does not like the way it reads because the 
Town does charge other taxes such as Timber Tax etc. He would 
like it to read “to give a 3% discount on property tax.” Danny 
informed the group that we have an amendment on the floor 
already the only way to vote on Charlie’s suggestion was for 
Sharon Proulx and Dorothy Heinrichs to withdraw their 
amendment. Sharon Proulx withdrew her amendment Dorothy 
agreed. 
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Charlie Sova proposed an amendment stating “To see if the Town 
will give a discount of 3% on property taxes paid in full within 20 
days from the date of the bill pursuant to 

RSA 80:52 on the condition that the taxpayer deducts the discount 
at time of payment.” 

Pat Mercer seconded. No discussion.

Article 6: To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate 
five thousand dollars ($5,000) to be paid into the Revaluation 
Capital Reserve Fund for the purpose of a revaluation of property.

Discussion: Bob Proulx asked the Selectmen when the Town 
could expect a revaluation? Scott Sanborn said in about five (5) 
years, around 2010.

Article7: To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate 
five thousand dollars ($5000) to be paid into the Highway 
Equipment Capital Reserve for the purpose of purchasing highway 
related equipment. Moved by Dick Jaeger seconded by Dorothy

Discussion: Bob Proulx asked if the Selectmen and George White 
plan to buy a new truck this year? Charlie Sova said that they are. 
Jeanne Minasian questioned the two separate accounts for this 
purpose. Frank Giner explained that the money had been put into 
CD’s and the second account was from last years allocation. Bob 
Proulx verified this information. No further discussion. 

Vote the article as written: Passed 


Article 8: To see if the Town will vote to appropriate the Highway 
Block Grant Fund of $29,416.26 for construction, reconstruction 
and maintenance of Class 4 or 5 highways and for the purchase of 
equipment. Said amount to be included in Article 15. 
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Charlie Sova moved the question, Pat Mercer second 

Discussion: Bob Proulx said that the Budget Committee approved 
the figure of $23,111.94 Bob has no idea where this figure came 
from, he does not see any reason for adopting the figure in the 
warrant as it is not correct. Scott Sanborn made a motion for an 
amendment to change the amount from $29,416.26 to $23,111.94 
second by 

George White. No further discussion 

Vote for the amendment: Passed 

Vote on the amended article: Passed 


Article 9: To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate 
five thousand dollars ($5,000) to be paid into the Town Road 
Improvement Capital Reserve Fund for the purpose of maintaining 
Town roads. Article moved by Charlie Sova second by Betty 
Fulton. No further discussion 

Vote the article as written: Passed 


Article 10: To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate 
two thousand dollars ($2,000) to be paid into the Town House 
Capital Reserve Fund for the purpose of Town House building 
improvements. Moved by Scott Sanborn, second by Dick Jaeger 
Discussion: Bob Proulx would like to speak on article 10: 


“Eight years ago we established the Town House Capital Reserve 
Fund to pay for major improvement projects for this important 
community building. 


Today, the balance in this fund is $21,534.22. Approving this 
article will add another $2,000.00 for a total of $23,534.22 


We have already completed two major projects in the past two 


years. Two years ago, Dave Stacy did an excellent job repairing 
and restoring the basic foundation and leveling the main floor. 
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Last year, a new roof covering was installed on both sections of the 
building. 


This year I am recommending that we consider painting the 
exterior of the building, repairing and restoring the upstairs 
windows, and installing storm windows or storm panels to protect 
the remaining twenty windows that are now unprotected. 


Why should we consider exterior painting and restoration work 
now? 
e It has been 12 to 15 years since the Town House was last 
painted. 


e The paint is peeling and chipping and has been stained by 
the roof leaks in several 
areas. We are missing 3 rows of clapboards and finish trim 
on the front. 
e Weare down to bare wood around the front entrance area. 


e On the side where the new addition meets the original 
building, there is an extensive area of green mold and 
mildew on the clapboards. 


e The upstairs windows are in very bad condition with loose 
and missing glazing on 
all the windows. 


e Several window sashes have moved out of their basic 
framing. 


e ‘Two upper windows sashes in the front stairway have 
dropped down 1 or 2 inches 
and are frozen in place, exposing the interior of the 
building to the elements. 
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In preparation for the budget process this last January, I secured 
estimates from three area painting contractors who came highly 
recommended and have experience with painting historical 
buildings in the area — The Canaan Library and Town offices, the 
Meeting House on Canaan Street, and the Old North Church on 
Canaan Street. All three contractors spent a considerable amount 
of time here at the Town House and submitted estimates for the 
project. Each contractor took a little different approach to the job, 
so the Selectmen would need to develop a set of actual bid 
specifications using the three written estimates as a basis if the 
decision is made to proceed with this project. 

With the estimates submitted it appears that we can have this done 
for between $13,000 and $15,000. Chances are that if it is put out 
for bid that figure could come down”. 


“Bill Darling of Moose Hollow Painting in Canaan gave an 
estimate of $10,400.00. This is with three coats of paint one primer 
and two finish coats. Tom Monmany Sr of CPM Professional 
Painting in Canaan gave an estimate of $12,450.00 less 20% if we 
gave him the job before April 1, 2007. These two estimates are in 
the same ball park The third estimate from Beau & Bob Moulton 
from Lebanon was $28,400.00. I also went over to Pemi Glass & 
Mirror in Plymouth with the measurements of the 20 windows. To 
install 20 white combination or panel storm windows the estimate 
was $2,600.00 this is where I came up with the estimate of 
between $13,000 and $15,000.” 

Discussion: Frank Giner thinks we should form a committee to 
come up with the specifications needed and give them to the 
Selectmen. To come up with the numbers and estimates that Bob 
has with out specifications is like comparing oranges and apples. 
Bob has the detailed estimates from the contractors that the 
Selectmen may use to form the specifications. Bob Proulx asked 
Danny Hazelton about changing the article, Danny stated that the 
article can not be changed beyond the intended use of the article. 
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This article is to put funds in the Capital Reserve Fund only, no 
additional proposals may be put in the article. 
Vote the words of the article: Passed 


Article 11: To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate 
two thousand dollars ($2,000) to be paid into the Town Document 
Preservation Capital Reserve Fund for the purpose of restoring and 
preserving Town documents. Moved by Pat Mercer second by Bill 
Fulton. 

Discussion: Frank Giner asks what we have left. He understands 
that we have had some books done and the Town is very happy 
with them. He asks if we have any more documents to preserve, 
Scott Sanborn answered that we have a lot more, but that we have 
done the worst of them now. The feeling now is that we need to get 
a fireproof storage cabinet, this is top priority to the Selectmen at 
this time, as nothing is very well protected. Long term we will 
work our way through the remaining records oldest to newest. 
Vote the words of the article: Passed 


Article 12: ( By Petition) To see if the Town will go on record in 
support of effective actions by the President and the Congress to 
address the issue of climate change which is increasingly harmful 
to the environment and economy of New Hampshire and to the 
well being of the people of Orange. 


1. Establishment of a national program requiring 
reductions of U.S. greenhouse 
gas emissions while protecting the U.S. economy. 

2. Creation of a major national research initiative to foster 
rapid development of 
Sustainable energy technologies thereby stimulating 
new jobs and investment. 


In addition, the town of Orange encourages New Hampshire 
citizens to work for emission reductions within their communities, 
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and we ask our Selectmen to consider the appointment of a 
voluntary energy committee to recommend local steps to save 
energy and reduce emissions. 


The record of the vote on this article shall be transmitted to the 
New Hampshire Congressional Delegation, to the President of the 
United States, and to the declared candidates for those offices. 
Article moved by Dorothy Heinrichs second by Tom Rocke 
Discussion: Charlie would like to make an amendment as follows: 


To see if the Town will go on record in support of effective actions 
by the President and the Congress to address the issue of climate 
change which is potentially harmful to the environment and 
economy of New Hampshire and to the well being of the people of 
Orange. 

These actions include: 


1. Establishment of a national program requiring 
reductions of U.S. greenhouse gas emissions. 

2. Creation of a major national research initiative to foster 
rapid development of sustainable energy technologies. 


In addition, the Town of Orange encourages New 
Hampshire citizens to work for emission reductions 
within their communities, and assigns the task 
recommending local steps to save energy and reduce 
emissions to the Orange Conservation Commission. 


The record of the vote on this article shall be transmitted to the 
New Hampshire Congressional Delegation, to the President of the 
United States, and to the declared candidates for those offices by 
the Orange Town Clerk. 


Charlie states that he changed the words in the first paragraph to 
potentially harmful because no one is sure how harmful it actually 
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is, the new wording makes it more palatable to everybody, 
secondly he took out some of the rhetoric in sections 1 and 2, it is 
better to just state what we want to have done. The third change is 
that it is better to give the responsibility to the Conservation 
Commission rather than create a new committee. Finally, the 
original article does not indicate who is to forward the Town’s 
request to the powers that be. This final paragraph says that the 
Town Clerk shall do it. 

Discussion of amendment: Dorothy Heinrichs indicates that the 
original article was put together from organizations across the 
State, the changes that Charlie proposes do not substantially 
change the intended sense of the original article so she has no 
objections to the change. Bob Stone said he does not see any sense 
in the Town voting on a Federal issue. He compares it with voting 
on allowing prayer in school, he doesn’t feel it will do any good to 
vote on it in Town Meeting. Dorothy Heinrichs spoke that the 
point is to get across to our political representatives the deep 
concerns that we have relative to damage done by air pollution and 
water pollution. Fifteen years ago we were told the problem was 
too big and too expensive to fix. Now enough has been done to 
make it safe to swim in the Connecticut River. Huge advances 
have been made, and are being made to improve air and water 
quality and we need to let our representatives know that we want to 
go forth. There are a wide spectrum of people involved in this. 
Bob feels that this is to political, his feeling is that Town Meeting 
should be about Town issues. 

Dorothy Heinrichs addressed the issue of the Conservation 
Commission being the ones addressing local steps to save energy 
etc. Dorothy and Jay Heinrichs will take the responsibility to pay 
for new light bulbs to conserve energy in the meeting hall. 

Vote the amendment: Passed 

Vote the amended article: Passed 


Article 13: (To be voted by paper ballot) 
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Shall we adopt the provisions of RSA 79-A:25-a to account for 
revenues received from the land use change tax in a fund separate 
from the general fund? Any surplus remaining in the land use 
change tax fund shall not be part of the general fund until such 
time as the legislative body shall have had the opportunity at an 
annual meeting to vote to appropriate a specific amount from the 
land use change tax fund for any purpose not prohibited by the 
laws or by the constitution of this State. After an annual meeting 
any unappropriated balance of the land use change tax revenue 
received during the prior fiscal year shall be recognized as general 
fund revenue for the current fiscal year. 

Discussion: Barbara Smith asked to address the hall on this issue: 
“In the past when land had a much lower value, land change did 
not produce a large dollar figure, if any. That has changed 
considerably and now in 2006 we received $7,844.00 from land 
removed from current use. Before that it took eight years to 
generate $10,625.00 Things have changed. 


Money in the general fund raised from taxation, is used for the 
entire town’s good at the Selectmen’s discretion. The Land Use 
Change Tax, a tax on property, should be treated as all other taxes 
and used for the general good. 


A specified fund can only be used for a specific purpose. The 
general fund can cover a multitude of needs including: tax relief 
and to offset rising property taxes, budget overflow, and 
unexpected weather related emergencies. 


The original intent stated by the Conservation Commission was to 
protect the natural areas and the watershed resources of Orange. 
(page 8 of 2005 Town Report). I call your attention to page 48 of 
the 2006 Town Report. Describing the Conservation Commission 
and the responsibilities of the Commission. The Commission, as 
stated, is a research, educational and advisory body. The list now 
generated by the Orange Conservation Commission lists 8 ideas 
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and suggested used for money gained from the Land Use Change 
Tax. This seems to be moving away from the original intent and 
into areas that are already covered by our elected officials. I call 
your attention to page 50 of the 2006 Town Report, paragraph five, 
one Selectman was concerned with the accountability of the 
Commission. I suppose it had to do with the funds. 

We have always run a fiscally responsible Town. We have 
nickeled and dimed every darn thing every step of the way to keep 
the taxes low. If there is money to spend we could consider that 
the Town could use a town shed, or a front end loader. How many 
of you men out there would shovel gravel into the pickup truck by 
hand, all weather, all seasons of the year? I don’t know many. The 
Road Agent maintains the roads with very little in the way of 
mechanical equipment in all seasons and conditions. We depend 
on neighboring Towns and we hire out too Remacle Construction 
to use their equipment. There are any number of ways to generate 
monies for these issues such as grants, fund raising activities, gifts 
and bequests of property and money. Thank you for your 
attention.” 

Charlie Sova said that we need to read articles 13 and 14 together. 
Article 13 appropriates no money, all it does is create a “land use 
change tax fund” any land use change money would go into that 
fund. Article 14, is to Create a Land Use Capital Reserve Fund, 
the money would come out of that fund (article 13). It would 
always have to come before Town Meeting to appropriate money 
out of the “Land Use Change Tax Fund”. If the towns people say 
that they did not want to put the money into the Capital Reserve 
Fund at the Town Meeting, all the money would go into the 
general fund. Article 13 is just an accounting article the real 
discussion should come on article 14. The only reason a number 
was put into article 14 was to show what we collected last year. 
We didn’t have the fund last year so it was for informational 
purposes only. 

Dorothy Heinrichs asks how will this sum be brought to Town 
Meeting next year? Charlie said “just like all other Capital Reserve 
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Funds”. If the Conservation Commission comes to the Selectmen 
with a particular project in mind, and if there was money in the 
Land Use Change Fund to cover it, the Selectmen would probably 
put an article in the warrant to appropriate that money to place it in 
the Capital Reserve Fund. 

Frank Giner asked “that money would be in a storage bin, is that 
correct’? Charlie Sova agreed. Frank asks “If we didn’t have a 
storage bin for that money and it was in the general fund we could 
still use it anyway the Selectmen chose to use it?” Charlie Sova 
said “no, because it is considered revenue”. Revenue can not be 
spent if it has not been included in the budget. We can’t just spend 
the money because it is there. We are limited on what we spend 
with the appropriations we make tonight.” Frank asks “if we are 
under budget and the money is there could we spend it?” Charlie 
said “it makes no difference, we are only allowed to spend what 
has been appropriated.” Frank asked, we have never gone over 
budget? Charlie and Danny both agreed that neither one remember 
the Town going over budget. Frank said if we are always under 
budget maybe we are over taxing ourselves. Charlie Sova said that 
the law prohibits the Selectmen to ever spend more than what has 
been appropriated. That’s why we try to have a short fall every 
year. If we don’t appropriate enough money and a need arises it 
won’t get done. That’s the bottom line. The only way we could get 
an emergency appropriation is, we would need to prove to the State 
of New Hampshire DRA that we have the funds, and that it was in 
fact an emergency situation. Frank asked if we pass this article the 
money would be in a “holding box” and could not be used until 
next Town Meeting? Charlie agreed. Would the $7,000 be in the 
fund? Charlie said no, that was from last year the figure was used 
as an example to how the article would work if passed. Article 14 
is the article that would take money out of the Land Use Change 
Fund if passed. The money in the fund would be from future 
penalties. At next years Town Meeting the Town would decide 
how much money would be put into the Capital Reserve Fund (if it 
is established). The money would be taken out of the Land Use 
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Tax Fund only. Any remaining money in the fund would then go 
into the general fund. Frank asks if the money in the general fund 
could be used to lower our taxes? Charlie said yes. 

Bob Stone spoke to the history of current use in the Town; It is 
huge for a lot of older families that had farms, he feels that taking 
money only hurts the other people in Town as before the land was 
taken out of current use the rest of the Town was subsidizing these 
large land owners. By taking money out, it is undermining the 
program itself. He disagrees with Charlie he would like to not see 
anything passed, it is a very good program as is, and tinkering with 
these things just leads to more problems. He would like the people 
to look at the program so far, “If you are really for conservation, 
this is a program that works, and we want to leave it the way it is”. 
I’m sure a lot of people came with their minds made up, but taking 
money out will harm the program, it should go back to the people 
that support it every year. Charlie Sova said that the Land Use Tax 
penalty is an instance where current use has not worked. The 
penalty is just because people have taken it out of current use, it 
has nothing to do with current use itself. Bob Stone stated that he 
thought that the penalty money went into the general fund to pay 
back the people that had subsidized the land owner while his land 
was in current use. Charlie Sova said “you could look at it that 
way.” Bob thought this article was changing what we did with the 
money. Charlie said it is only putting it in a “special fund” to be 
acted on in the future. Kathy Stacy asked if the money would be 
put in the general fund on 12/31/07? Charlie said “no” this would 
happen after the next Town Meeting if it was not put into a Capital 
Reserve Fund, or any other place requested by a warrant article. 
Frank Giner asked what the money could be used for. Charlie said, 
any thing that it is requested for. Kip Riley indicated that it could 
be used to paint the Town House because it would actually be 
conservation of the Town House. Bob Ells states that it could be 
used to paint the Town House if it was on a warrant article at the 
next Town Meeting, is that correct? Charlie said yes. If we don’t 
use it for a warrant article, the money would go into the general 
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fund after Town Meeting. Jim Collins asked the Selectmen why 
they recommended passing this article? Charlie Sova said that 
“basically this was requested by the Conservation Commission in 
the event they found they needed money for a project, there would 
be money available”. This article made more sense to the 
Selectmen because if we put the money into a conservation fund 
the commission could spend the money any way they chose after 
having a public hearing. If we put the money in a “Land Use 
Penalty Fund” and the commission has a use for the money they 
would need to come to Town Meeting for it to be voted on. If the 
Town did not agree to their request they could reject it. This gives 
the Town more control. 

Bob Kuhn said “if you want the money to go into the general fund, 
vote no. If you want there to be a potential for money to go into a 
specific fund vote yes. Plain and simple”. Dave Stratton asked to 
make an amendment for a voice vote, to save time. Charlie Sova 
said the statute says that we must vote this article by special 
written ballot at Town Meeting. Bob Proulx clarified that it did 
not mean at the general election. 

Charlie Sova moved the question. Scott Sanborn seconded. Danny 
needs a 2/3 majority vote in order to move the question. Vocal vote 
to move the question passed. 

Danny directed voters to check in with the ballot clerks to receive 
their ballots and proceed to the voting booths. The Town Clerk and 
Moderator hand counted the votes 

Result of the ballot vote: 30 YES VOTES 20 NO VOTES 
ARTICLE PASSED 


Article 14: To see if the Town will vote to establish a capital 
reserve fund under the provisions of RSA 35:1, III-a for the 
purpose of future purchases of interests in real estate including 
conservation easements; and further, to appropriate the sum of 
$7,884.00 to be placed in this fund; and further, to name the 
Selectmen as agents to expend the fund, provided, however that the 
Selectmen shall make expenditures from the fund only in the event 
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that they, in their judgment, determine that it is in the interest of 
the Town to purchase an interest in a particular parcel or parcels of 
real estate, and that the opportunity to make such a purchase is 
likely to be lost if the time is taken to bring the matter before the 
voters at the Town Meeting. Motion moved by Bob Proulx second 
by Jim Collins. 

Discussion: Kathy Stacy said “the amount of money is different 
than the amount received last year from current use penalty, is it a 
typo? Sharon Proulx indicated that her report said that the Town 
received $7,844.00, she would like to amend the article to read that 
figure. Dorothy Heinrichs seconded motion. 

Discussion on amendment: Frank Giner asks “ that was last years 
figure from current use, does that reflect as income to the Town? 
Charlie Sova said that yes it does. Frank asks “by voting on this 
article does that amount go into this fund?” Charlie said “tyes”. 
Barbara Ells asked why the wording does not stop with the word 
Town. We were previously told that we could spend the money 
any way we wanted from the fund. Why do we now need to say for 
land purchases etc. Charlie Sova told the group that a Capital 
Reserve Fund has to be for a specific purpose. The purpose has to 
be defined in the warrant article, that is what we are doing here. 
Beverly asks “so the only thing we can do with it is buy land?” 
Charlie said “yes” Beverly said that someone said that if we 
wanted to appropriate the money for something else we could do 
that. Danny Hazelton said that that was for Capital Reserve funds 
in general. Bob Stone said “I understand that people love 
conservation but if we are going to use Town money to buy the 
land we are going 

backwards. First we are not using the fund the way it was to be 
used because we are stealing money out of the general fund. 
Second, we are using the money to buy land that we can’t tax. I'll 
tell you what is happening in Canaan, not that we will do this 
intentionally, there are parts of Bear Pond that you can’t go 
through at all you need to get special permission to go through. I 
grew up my whole life being able to walk where ever I wanted and 
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I never thought that would happen. That is why I was so dead set 
against this. These people are going to change thing by 
increments. If you are really for conservation you should stop 
here. Once we‘ve got this started it will just go down hill. 

Danny said “before we go any further we have an amendment on 
the floor to change the dollar amount from$7,884.00 to $7,844.00 I 
just want to get that squared away before we discuss anything 
else”. Vote the amendment: PASSED. 

Jeanne Minasian feels that the money amount was put into the 
warrant article based on the amount given to the Town as penalties 
last year. The present budget does not allow for this money to be 
put into the fund. Is it correct that next Town Meeting it could be 
brought to the Town to spend that money? Scott indicated that the 
amount of money could be changed, Jeanne said she would like to 
make an amendment to change the money amount to zero, because 
there is no money in the Land Change Fund, it did not exist until 
this year. Danny Hazelton said that we could not accept another 
amendment until the one on the floor has been voted on. If you 
don’t like the figure you need to vote no on the article and then 
your amendment will be accepted. Charlie Sova said if the 
amendment to change the dollar amount is made the Town will 
need to put a dollar in. A Capital Reserve Fund cannot be started 
without a dollar figure in it. 

Vote the article as amended: Vocal vote for and against to close. 
Danny called for a standing vote. 

Vote Count. 25 yes votes 26 no votes, Sharon Proulx called for 


recount 

Danny called for a “separation of the house”. 

Results of recount 26 yes, 23 no Amended Article 
passed 


Article 15: To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate 
the sum of $211,145 for Town expenses as called for by the 
budget, submitted by the Budget Committee, and pass any vote in 
relation thereto. Moved by Bob Proulx, send by Sharon Proulx 
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Discussion: Frank Giner does not want to accept the budget as 
written because he had questions at the public meeting that the 
Budget Committee could not answer regarding income from gravel 
tax. Bob Proulx told Frank that the Committee always ask the 
Selectmen about charging a gravel tax. The Selectmen said that it 
was not worth collecting the 2 cents per yard the Town could 
charge. Bob was corrected that the fee is 2 cents per ton. Bob 
Proulx asked the Selectmen to explain why the Town does not 
charge gravel tax. Scott Sanborn told the people that the amount of 
revenue that the Town would collect is not worth the time the 
administrator would need to put in to the paperwork required. 
Frank feels that the Town may get more than they think, any 
revenue for the Town is worth the work. Jim Collins asked the 
Selectmen where the money is generated from. Scott Sanborn said 
that the money comes from the value of the gravel taken from the 
gravel pits in the Town. It is done the same way as the timber tax. 
The Town does charge a timber tax because it generates a good 
amount of revenue for the Town, which more than off sets the 
administrative costs. Jim McAllister mentioned that if someone 
wanted to do a study on it to actually see what the Town would 
receive that would be good, Bob Stone knows how Frank feels, 
but he is familiar with activity at the gravel pits in Town and he 
agrees, the Town would not get much money from them. It would 
probably cost more to do the study than the Town would receive. 
Bill Fulton suggests that Frank check on what benefit to the Town 
it would be. The whole community would appreciate it and it 
would answer Franks questions. Jeanne Minasian asked if the 
budget total needs to be amended to include the amount from 
article 14? Charlie said that special warrant articles are in addition 
to the Town budget, no, the budget figure does not to be amended. 
Sharon Proulx moved the question. No second Danny needs a 2/3 
vote to move the question Passed 

Vote the article as written: Passed 
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Article 16: To hear the reports of agents, auditors, committees 
and officers and pass any vote relative thereto. Danny recognized 
Gary Hamel. 

Gary said it is a tradition in the Town to add new works of art to 
the Town of Orange art collection. This year we have received a 
beautiful piece of crochet art by Ester Haness. Ester is about to 
turn 92 soon. We also received a group of pieces from Esters’ 
daughter Rosemary Haness. It is a combination of drawing and 
photography of Mount Cardigan and Tops Field, where Ester and 
Rosemary live. 

In the near future we will be having an event by two of our local 
authors. The first being a book by Jay Heinrichs, the second 
appears in the March issue of Yankee Magazine by Tom Rocke. 
We will be having a time in June to work in the Town garden. We 
will try to do a hike in the fall. Of course, we will have our annual 
Christmas party. It is always the second Sunday in December 
everyone is invited. 

Bob Proulx asked the Town to acknowledge Alice Smith for her 
years of service to the Town. Alice has been one of the Trustees of 
the Trust Funds for seven years. 


Article 17: To transact any business that may legally come before 
the meeting not on the warrant. 

Discussion: Bob Proulx has talked with the Selectmen regarding 
bid specifications for the project to paint the Town House. He 
offers the following motion. 

“To see if the Town will authorize the Selectmen to develop bid 
specifications. To solicit bids, and to proceed with the exterior 
painting and window restoration project at the Town House”. 
Danny informed the voters that this would be a non binding 
resolution as it was not on the warrant, but it would give the 
Selectmen an idea of the Towns feelings. 

Vote the resolution: PASSED 
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Charlie Sova asked the people what they would like do about the 
day for Town Meeting to be held in the future? Sharon Proulx said 
that we got a wonderful turnout this evening and she feels that the 
day after election would be good in the future.
